With reference to your memorandum of 
March 15 and my memorandum of March 4 dn connection 
with the above the following letter has just been 
received from the Indian Agent: 


Indian Affairs. 


“In recard to the heating system at the 
Blue Quill's Indian Residential School, I wish to 
inform you that I wae again oalled to the school in 
connection with stoppage of part of the flushing system 
in the lavatories at thie school. The engineer at the 
school removed some of the smaller water pipes and it 
was noticed that these pipes, particularly around the 
unions and elbows, were so badly coated with a rust 
formation that t! openings left for the flow of water 
were very small Th tonpage reported was cleared and 
the flushing system was again operating but there will 
no doubt be a recurrence of this trouble. 


“Going into the wash rooms, it was noticed 
that when the taps were first opened, the water had a 
very rusty hg trae Clearing only after a quart or 
two of water had been drained. The whole system is no 
doubt affected to a certain extent and unle some 
remedy ie applied, it may eventually develop into an 
expensive undertaking by way of replacements. " 


*I am not sufficiently familiar with 
plumbing systems to enable me to make any definite 
suggestions but it occurred to me that if a suitable 
preparation or solution for softening rust and 
dissolving rust acoumulations could be cured, it 
might be possible to clean the system at a reasonable 
cost." 


In the last paragraph of Mr. Mills' memorandum 
to you, a copy of which was forwarded to me with your 
memorandum of March 15, he stated that Mr. Hoover wes 
arranging for an analysis of the water at the Blue Quills 
@ohool. I would appreciate your advising if you have 
received a report regarding this analysis and what 
action you ooneider could be taken in view of the contents 
of the letter quoted above.

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This well efterwards partially filled with sand and was 
definitely abandoned. 
Well No. 2- 
Drilled within five feet of No. 1 in 1950 by the 
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Contractors who built the school, for construction purposes, 
to the 96 foot vein. This produced very hard water and was 
not intended for permanent use by the School. It is at 
present used continuously when no water is evailable from 
No. 5, whikh is now nearly all of the time. It produced 
2000 gallons per day. The school requires about 4000 gal- 
lons,, and consequently must ration the water. They melt 
snow for soft water. The casing in this well is 6" diameter 
throughout. 
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An analysis made January 5, 1953, by the Al- 
berte Provincial Analyst indi ea hardness of 85.68 
grains per gallon (St. Barnabas Sehool Onion Lake, Sask., 
water contains 36 grains). 

Well Ko.3. 

This well was drilled to the 327 foot vein with- 
im 50 feet of the School, in August, 1931. The hole is 
6 inches diameter with a 6" ceasing throughout. The hole 
is straight. Water came up to within 92 feet of the sur- 
face, 1.@. 235 feet of fairly soft water. All veins of No. 
1 were struck at similar depths. 

The weter pipe is 5" diameter. The Department 
had to go to the 527 foot vein to get sufficiently soft 
water. The analyst on January 5, 1935, found it to con- 
tein 14 greins per gallon. 

(a) Lator Activities with Well Ho. 3. 

The driller of Well No. 3, Mr. Frederickson, of 
St. Paul, Alta., was called in by W.E. Gullion, Indian Agent, 
to ascertain the reason for cessation of flow, on Nov. 5, 
He worked at various times until Christmas. 

When the well was finished, August 1951, he 
put S feet of average gravel in the casing. During the 
14 succeeding months 40 feet of send, similar to the sample 
which is veing sent under seperate cover, apparently came 
through the gravel into the casing. The sample being sent 
was gathered in the water and dried for transportation. It 
must have some silt as 2 hours ere required for settling. 
It is pot sand rock. This sand, av will be noticed, is very 
Tine and would go through ea 100 mesh soreen or even finer. 
A sand point would not stop it. Any screen which would stop 
it would probably clog altogether. This sand is being 


pumpted whenever the well is used.

The cylinder is 87 feet from the bottom of 
the well. The driller removed this send at the begin- 
ning, November 5, by agitation with e beler. He then 
@rilled throvgh the 5 feet of gravel with an 1600 lb. dit. 
He then placed 10 feet of average gravel and stone into 
the casing. Apparently he stopped the water nearly alto- 
gether. However, after an interval he again drilled 
through the 10 feet of gravel, his drili pecoming stuck 
twice in the last two feet. He finished by dumping in 
one pail of grevel. The water was evidently coming inter- 
mittently during these times, but the sand was always 
present in the pumped water, in guspension. In menipu- 
lating the pumpreeds and cylimier the reds troke.

(») Solutions of the Problems 

Several solutions were offered, 58 enuxerated 
below. 

{he writer returned to Calgary on Jenuery 15. 
He has found since thet it is exosedingly difficult to 


find anybody thet has had experience in this sort of well 
trouble and who has « remedy. after several interviews 


with engineers, whol oe firms and well @rillers, he 


found thet « Mr. Nelson, Instructor at the Technical 
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Institute, had drilled many wells of this nature, in 
Northern Alberta. Pending receipt of Mr. Freérickson's 
report, he offered « logical solution. This was after- 
wards corroborated by a former South Dekota driller who 
lives in Calgary end who has invented a pump for this 
kind of water trouble in which the leather cup washers 
are inverted and the water forced through e hollow pump 
rod. 
The verious solutions ere as follows: 
Father Angin's Solution 
Purchese « 4 ton block and 40 feet of chain to 

lift out the rods if they break because of send end to 
pull the cylinder. The acowmlated sand covld then be 
taken out by a baler, hand-operated. ‘This could be done 
every 10 or 12 months and would occupy 5 or 6 days. He 
states that his own etaff could do this work. However, 
it would constitute a permanent operation. It would cost 
about $200 for hand-operation, plus the cost of an engine 
which undoubtedly would heve to be purchased for permanent 
Operation, a total of $600. 

. ‘3 So . 

He would sink another well in the immediate 
vioinity of No.3, to the same depth (S527 feet) at a cost 
of about $900. This is also favoured to some extent by 
Mr. Gullion. Mr. Fredrickson does not went to touch the 
old well at all. 

A new well may develop the same trouble es 


before. 


A solution considered by Mr. Guilion and the Writer. 


Use No. 2 (96" deep) with possibly encther of 
the same depth near it and use a Zeolitio Water Softener, 


te soften the water. This water is very hard (86 grains 
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per gallon) and water softener would cost from $1200 

to $1500 for 4000 gallons per day It would be a sure 

solution of the aifficulty. It is to ve noted that the 
acity of No. is 2000 gellons per dey 86 fer as proved. 

Mrs Nelson's Solution 

Repair No.3 in the following manner:- 

Remove the Cylinder and pipe. Clean out the 
sand and gravel to the bottom of the casing - S27? feet. 
Attach sufficient pipe to lower the cylinder to the pot- 
tom of the well. Pump slowly steadily end inoessently 
for two or three days or more, night end dey. The thiek- 
ness of the water vein at 527", possibly consisting of the 


fine sand, is not known. It may be 6" or one foot. The 
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pump should never stop. fhe cylinder should be at the 
pottom to catch all sand es possibly only the finer sand 
sent by the cylinder 7 feet above the

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470 feet deep. Four veins of water were found 96', 205°, 
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327", 460°. The first vein contained hard water and last 
two fairly soft water. There were 350 feet of water in 
the well producing 2500 gallons per hour. It is said 
thet the hole became crooked in the last few feet. 
Casing was lowered to the bottom. Some of this casing 
wae afterwards removed. It was 6", 5" and 4%" in die- 
meter. This well afterwards partially filled with send 
and was definitely abandoned. 
Well Noe 2. 

Drilled within five feet of No. 1 in 1950 by 

the Contractors who built the sohool, for construction 


purposes to the 96 foot vein. This produced very hard 
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water and was not intended for permanent use by the 
Sehool. It is at present used continuously when no 
water is availeble from No. 3, which is now neerly all 
of the time. It produced 2000 gallons per day. The 
school required about 4000 gelloms, and consequently 
must ration the water. They melt snow for soft water. 
The casing in this well is 6" diameter throughout. 

Am analysis made January 5, 1935, by the al- 
bertea Provincial Analyst indicated « hardness of 65.68 


grains per gallon (St. Barnabas School Onion Leake, Sask., 
water contains S56 grains).

It must have some silt es 2 hours are required for 
settling. It is po} sand rock. This sand, as will 

be noticed, is very fine and would go through a 100 
mesh screen or even finer. A sand point would not stop 
it. Any soreen which would stop it would probably clog 
altogether. This sand is being pumped whenever the well 
is used. 

The cylinder is 87 feet fram the bottom of the 
well. The driller removed this sand at the beginning, 
November 5, by agitation with « baler. He then drilled 
through the 3 feet of gravel with an 1800 lb. bit. He 
then placed 10 feet of average gravel and stone into the 
@asing. Apparently he stopped the water nearly altogether. 
However, after an interval he again drilled through the 
10 feet of gravel, his drill becoming stuck twice in the 
lest two feet. He finished by dumping in one pail of 
Gravel. The water was evidently coming intermittently 
during these times, but the sand was always present in 
the pumped water, im suspension. In manipulating the 
pump rods and cylinder the rods broke. This is the scon- 
Gition of the well at the present time. 

Qne of three things must have happened when 
@villing. Either the gravel was pulverized, driven be- 
low the end of the casing, or the lower ten feet or so of 
the easing is broken (6" easing in en 8" hole). However, 
the writer is assured that the last alternative is not 
probable. 

Mr. Fredrickson, the driller, informed Father 
Angin that he had sent a report to this office containing 


@ log of the well and en account of his activities but 
this report has not yet been received. 
(b>) Solutions of the Problem 


Several solutions were offered, as enumerated 


below. 
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4. 
fhe writer returned to Calgary om January 15. 
He has found since that it is exeeedingly difficult te 
find anybody that has had experience in this sort of well 
trouble ané who has a remedy. After several interviews 
with engineers, wholesale firms and well drillers, he 
found thet a Mr. Nelson, Instructor at the Technical 
Institute, had drilled many wells of thie nature, in 
Northern Albertae Pending receipt of Mr. Fredrickson's 
report, he offered a logical solution. This was after- 
wards corroborated by a former South Dakete driller who 


lives in Calgary and whe hes invented a pump for this 
kind of water trouble in which the leather cup washers 
are inverted and the water forewd through a hollow pump 
rod. 
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The various solutions are es follows:- 
Zather Angin‘s solution - 
Purchase a 4 ton block and 40 feet of chein to 
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lift out the rods if they break because of sand and to 
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pull the cylinder. The accumulated sand could then be 
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taken out by a baler, hand-operated. This could be done 
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every 10 or 12 months and would ocoupy 5 or 6 days. He 
states that his own staff could do this work. However,

it would constitute a permanent operation. It would cost 
about $200.00 for hand-operation, plus the cost of an 
engine which undoubtedly would have to be purehased for 
permanent operation, a total of $600.00. 
Mr. Fredrickson's Solution 

He would sink another well in the immediate 
vieinity of No. 5, to the seme depth (527 feet) at a 
Cost of about $900. This is also favoured to some ex- 
tent by Mr. Gullion. Mr. Fredrickson does not want to 
touch the old well et all. 


A new well may develop the same trouble as 
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A solution considered by Mrs Quiiion and the Writer. 

Use No. 2 (96* deep) with possible another of 
the same depth near it and use a Zeolitic Water Softener, 
to soften the water. This water is very hard (86 grains 
per gallon) and a water softener would cost from $1200 to 
$1500 for 4000 gallons per day. It would be « sure solu- 
tion of the difficulty. It is to be noted that the cap- 
acity of Noe2 is 2000 gallons per day es far as proved. 


Mrs Nelson's solution. 

Repair No. 3 in the following manner:- 

Remove the Cylinder and pipe. Clean out the 
sand and gravel to the bottom of the casing ~ 527 feet. 
Attach sufficient pipe to lower the cylinder to the bot- 
tom of the well. Pump slowly steadily end incessantly 
for two or three days or more, night and dey. The thick- 
nese of the water vein at S27", possibly consisting of 
the fine send, is not known. It may be 6" or one foot. 
The pump should never stop. The cylinder should be at 
the bottem to cateh all sand as possibly only the finer 
send is oarried up at present by the eylinder @7 feet 
above the bottom. However, this incessant pumping should 
clear a space beneath and around the bottom of the Casing 
and also for a distance vein itself. This would then act 
as @ reservoir. If enough send were pumped out it might 
never trouble the well again. 


Conclusion 

This report is prepared pending reo@ipt of Mr. 
Fredrickson's log and report and possible subsequent con- 
sultation with Mr. Nelson. 

It is evident from the divergenoe of opinion and 
from the various interviews that the solution of the prob- 
lem is difficult. The only feasible source of water for 


the school consists of one of the exposed veins and one of 
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these must be developed. 

Gonsiderable consideration of the problem 
before taking action is warranted because of the cost 
of experimenting. 

A semple of the send which comes from the well 
with the water is being sent under separate cover. This 
sand may or may not consist of the entire content of the 


vein or the coarser sand may be at the bottam.

I have your letter of February 6th in reference 
te difficulties encountered in drill for water at the 
Blue Quills Indien Sehool near St. Paul, Alberta, and 
sample of sand from No. 5 well. 


Tb- difficulty of fine sand and silt coming with 
the water an4 plugging the well has been met with at many 
plaees im the prairie Provinces, and in other regions. 

H.E. Simpson, State water geologist of North Makota states 
im e recent report that "it is not an exaggeration ito sey 
that thousands of holes (in North Dakota) have been aban~ 
donea and hundreds of thousands of dollers lost throagh the 
inability of the drillers to secure water im sample ancunts 
from fine sand deposits in which the water occurred in ebun- 
dance. Even after wells have beon finished and enough water 
apparently secure the life of other thousands of these 
welle has been br: due to the infiltration of the fine 
sand, the clogging of the reens, the filling ef the pipes, 
and the cutting out of the valves in the pump: If the 
problem of securing this water hrough the proper drilling 
and finishing of these wells ean be solved, it will be not 
only a great financial saving, but also « great material 
benefit to the people of the state by reason of better 
water supplies." 


The method propo by Mr. Nelson, namely cleaning 
out of the well and pumping sand and water sufficiently long 
to clear a space around the bottom of the casing, is the one 
commonly adopted. As much of the meteriel is fine enough to 
be earried in suspension in the water I doubt whether the 
method would be suecessful exeept temporarily. A method used 
by the Kelly Well Compeny, the Layne Cenadien and other large 
well drilling concerns might be suecessful, but would be very 
expensive. A large outside casing is put down to the water 
sand and fine gravel placed between it and the sereen et the 
lower part of the inside smaller casing. The outer casing is 
then withdrawn and a filling plesed around the inner easing. 
A modification of this scheme by using tro small casings with 
@ soreen on the inner one and gravel between the two at the 
water sand might be tried. A very fine screen would be re- 
quired ené it is doubtful whether it would not become plugged. 


A si analysis of the sand is es follows; probably 
the sand in ple is somewhat coarser; 


Plus 0.1 m. 36 
0.1/ 0.05 m. “ 
Minuas 0.05 mm. 50 per cent 


The sample is, therefore, fine grained. A 
little of the plus 0.1 mm. portion is retained 
on a 0.2 mm. sieve. The grains are subanguler. 
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In connection with the plan favoured by Mr. 
Fetterly, namely using Ho. 2 well, which seems to be 
the most feasible seheme, it may be advisable to fina 
out whether there is « screen in the well and if net 
whether s s¢reen would increase the water ale This 
would depend upon the thickness end character the 
weter sand. If it is proposed to soften the water a 
fairly complete analysis of the water should be made; 
some hard waters can be softened by the Zeolote exchange 
silicate process wheress others cannot. Analyses ere 
made by some of the firms handling water softeners.

Jntroduction- 
A letter was sent to the Director, dated 


April 22nd, 1985, stating that the writer wes pro- 
eeeding to St. Paul immedietely to make an inspec- 
tion of difficulties which had been mentioned in the 
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wire and telephone conversation with Mr. W.E. Gullion, 


Indien Agent, and Mr. 3.E. Fredrickson, ériller. 
These men were interviewed on April 26 and 26. 


It was ascertained that the new 3" piping, 
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rods and cylinder had been placed in the well, the 
bottom of the 6" casing being at the 526 foot level. 


The weter vein being utilized runs from 525 feet to

S27 feet, i.e. 4° thiek, with the casing one foot 
from the bottom of the sand vein. A stratum of clay 
lies under this vein. 

Mr. Fredrickson stated thet when he started 
to work the first time, 1-¢- about November 1, 1932, 
the accumulation of sand in the 6" casing wes 40 feet 
thick. He, of course, stopped working about December 
25. When he began agein about April 15, 1935, he 
found 24 feet of sand, the asoumuletion of 3¢ months. 
This sand was so dense that he had to drill through it 
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instead of simply paling it out. This, of course, 
all took place in the lower 24 feet of the 6" casing, 
and occupied about helf ea dey. He then lowered the 
cylinder and pumped water and mud (please note thet 
it seemed to be mud rather then sand, but was simi- 
lar to the semples which were obteined by the writer 
on January 10 and sent to Ottawa), for 2$ hours:

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This operation was repeated three times,

cylinder every time he cleaned it. When he had tried

III. Gause of Troubles 
Br. Fredrickson believes that the trouble is 


caused by the fact that the lower 20 feet of casing, oF 


e certain length of it hes been ruptured by the continuous 
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drilling end pounding and that the "md" in the water 
comes from the oley stratum immediately above the wa- 
ter sand vein as it is much finer than the original 

water vein sand. This is problematical. He claims 

that when he finished the well two years ago, he ad- 
vised that the pump be started immediately and pump- 
ing continued until all sand hes disappeared from the 


water. He pelieves that this was not done end was the 


couse of the present twouble. He also states that 6 
well should always be pumped immediately after it is 
finished to clear it and that if this is not done 

trouble is liable to ensue. Mr- Nelson agrees with 
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this fact. 
Fredrickson’s Cure 
Mr. Fredrickson is of the opinion that « new 
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well should be driven about 50 or 40 feet away from the 
present well. He claims thet under certain conditions 


he will guarantee 4 free flowing well, if he be allowed 
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to plan it and to pump until clearing es soon a8 Tin- 
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dished. He states that « well cannot be allowed to stand 
as it will deteriorate. 

He would not place the cylinder at the bottom 
of the well as in the present experiment. He drilled a 
well for the St. Paul Flour Mill, two miles to the east, 
360 fect deep, and kept it going for & month. This water 
is rather herder than that of the School welle 

He thought of inserting « 5" cesing inside the 
6" casing, for the full Gistance with a screen on the 


bottom but if the 6" casing were ruptured mud would still 
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enter to the cylinder. 

He claims that he cannot clean the well 
with the beler as the water stays mddy continuously. 
Mr. Nelson and Mr. Fredrickson agree on the system of 
continuous pumping and the latter states that this 
should have been done at the beginning eas it cannot 
be done now because of the nature of the sediment, 
as expleined above, they only being able to pump for 
a few minutes at each operation before cleaning the 
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cylinder and pipe.

A considerable amount of gravel has peen 
placed at aifferent times in the well for straining 
purposes. This gravel and the sand have been drilled 
through or pushed down or outwards at various times. 


It is difficult to estimate the exact or approximate 
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condition of the pottom of the well and 6" casing. 
The present pump should deliver 350 to 500 
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gellons per hour and the present well should produce 
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this amount if in good order. This amount would be 


sufficient for all school purposes. 


VII. Qheervetions- 
For the first time the writer hes had an 
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opportunity of observing Mr. Fredrickson. He has peen 


érilling wells for 14 years and consequently has 6 


considerable amount of experience in this work. He 


appears to be quite anxious to obtain water and, in 
the writer's opinion has done what he could. Mre 


Gardner-Smith recommended him in the beginning with 
apparently good reason after meking enquiries. 
The writer, together with Mr. Guilion and 


Father Angin, and afterwards, with Mr. Fredrickson 


consulted todey regarding the matter, and, allowing for 
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limited knowledge on the part of all but the latter, 
eame to the conclusion that the only solution they 
eould see was to drill another well 20" or 350' to 
the west, with all of the precautions gained in the 
experience of drilling No. 3. 

While awaiting definite instructions from 
Ottawa on the matter, Mr. Fredrickson has been in- 
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structed to make one more attempt. This consists 


in beginning with a clear casing as fer as my be 
known, then pour in a few feet of gravel, say 3 or 
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4 feet, then insert the pump and test the efficiency 
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of the screening. If sand is still found to come 


S 


through, place one or more feet of gravel end try 
agein. In this way an exact amount of gravel to 


stop the sand but not too much to stop the water may 
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be found. If this fails then no other method is 
kmown to the writer. One considers that the limit 
for experimentation has been nearly reached in the 
present well. The cost will soon approximate thet 
for a new well if not stopped. Mr. Fredrickson guer- 
antees a new well under certein conditions whieh are 
not difficult, and are principally concerned with the 
cost. 

The water question is more serious to the 
School then ever because the snow - which has been 
their principal source of soft water - has disappeared. 
Laundry conditions ere deplorable and the herd water 
is affecting the water pipes. Father Angin is exceed- 
ingly anxious and urged the writer to wire to Ottawa 


for en imuediate answer and authority to proceed. 
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Mr. Fredrickson's presence on the work in- 
Greases the cost every day he is there, consequently 
early instructions are imperative. It is obviously 
impossible for the writer to be in constant attendance 
at the Sehool to cheek up the activities. 

Mr. Nelson, om April 22, proposed one last at- 
tempt to save the well. This plan wes to drill a fur- 
ther 40 feet below the casing, then lower a charge of 4 
sticks of dynamite 15' below the casing to produce a 
cavity into which the sand éurrounding the bottom could 
run, if it will not come up by pumping. This was found 
to be impossible because the sand runs into the drilled 
hole es fast es drilled and packs there. To hold it, 
the casing would have to be driven through the water 
veln and thus cut off the supply. 

Gost Eatimate. 

It is estimated that a new well, together with 
an underground gallery 20 feet long, extending the pres~- 
ent one would cost about $1300 or $1400. This would in- 
Glue casing, drilling and extension of the basement. 

The recently purchased material would be utilized. 
Addendum. 

The writer has just witnessed the baling of the 
well. The water dbtained in the bailer contains at a 
rough estimate about 5% of fine sand and mid. This set~- 
tles in 10 minutes to a muddy appearing opaque water with 
much sediment on the bottom of the can. The remainder 
clears fairly well in about 2 or 5 hours indicating that 


clay is present. A sample of the sediment was obtained 


and dried. It is similer to thet obtained in January. 
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Gonolusion- 

A perusal of this report, prepared at 
the School, will convey to the reader all thet 
is known by the writer regarding the well situa- 
tion. Suggestions have been made as to possible 


procedure. It is with a great deal of hesitation 
that one recommends another well as the expense 
of obtaining water has already been great, but it 
is the only solution to the writer's knowledge.

In compliance with your request,1 inspected the boilers 
at the blue Quill's Indian Residential School, St Paul, Albertae 


I found that one of these boilers (A)9556 was leaking 

in the firebox,at the tubes,and at the stay bol of the lower tube 
sheet,also the lower rows of stays of side sheets in firebox, 

four rows high from firegrate,I had all the tubes in firebox 
expanded, and these stood the water test of 451bs, without undue 
“Teakage, should these give troublegwhen boiler is fired up,it would 
mean that these tubes would require to to berenewed, owing to the 
ends having been overheated, thereby loosing there tensile strength. 


The covering will require to be removed from throat sheet 
and outer casing side sheets to permit of stays being tightened, 
it looks to me as though the tube ends and stays were cooled off 
suddenly, say by water being thrown into firebox and striking them, 
when there was a hot fire on grates, rather than by shortness of 
water in boiler,my reason for this is, that the crown sheet and 
upper rows of stays,in side sheets,do not show any sign of being 
damaged, which naturally they would had there been shortness of 
water in boiler,at the time the damage occurred,also the other 
end of tubes would have shown leakages as well. 


I understand that there was no regular fireman on 
the premises at the time the accident to boiler took place,and I 
could not get any authentic account of the occurrence. 


At time of my visit the general appearance of the boiler 
room gave the impression that there was no one giving it much

Most of the tubes were found to be badly pitted 
from corrosion and it is considered that they would not 
stand steam pressure for any length of time. For your 
information ,I am forwarding to the Department a parcel 
containing a portion of one ‘of the tubes taken out of the 
pailer at the school. It will be seen from this that the 
tubes are in poor condition to stand the continuous steam 
pressure that will be necessary as soon es colder weather 
sets in and they would no doubt give out before the winter 
is over. Should leekagee develop during odbd weather, 
further damage might be caused,in which case,repaire would 
no doubt prove expensive.

From Mr. Fetterly's report it will be noted that 
results obtained from this well are satisfactory to the 
school authorities. It will further be noted that the to- 
tal cost is given as ¥1,929.39, which is in excess of the 
original estimate of $1,700.00. Reasons for the increased 
costs are given in the attached report. 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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Mr. Fetterly suggests tketees the Duro Water 
Softener purchased and installed in November, 1955, but 
which has not been used for two years or more will not now 


be necessary as the school euthorities appear to be satis- 


fied that the water as obtained from the yell is soft 
enough for general use. Under the circumstances, prob- 
ably the Indian Affairs Branch would wish to consider the 
transferring of this equipment to some other locality, and 
in this latter connection it appears thet Mr. Schmidt is 
of the opinion that the water of St. Paul Indian School, 
Blood Indian Reserve may require treatment. 


Anot*er point thet arises is dealt with on Pege 
4 of Mr. Fetterly's report. It will be noted that there 
is on hand 84 feet of 5" casing worth, according to Mr. 
Fetterly, $82.74. ‘Two suggestions are made for disposing 
of this materiel. One is to return it to the firm from 
which it wes originally purchesed receiving from tk a 
cash peyment which would have to be credited to the Re- 
ceiver General; the alternative suggestion is contained 
in an offer by Mr. Fredrickson of $50.00 which could be 
daducted from a payment still due him. We would be glad 


to receive advice as to which of the above sugeestions 
should be acted upon.

By reference to our memorandum of Januery 
19th lest, it will be noted that as setisfectory re- 
sults hed been obtained et the Blue (uills Indien 
School from a new well thet had been drilled, the 
suggestion was made that the Indien Aaffeirs Branch 
give consideration to trensferring the Duro Weter 
Softener from the Blue \uills Indien School to some 
other point where it might be needed such as the St. 
Paul Indien School as suggested by Mr. Sehmidte 
Your memorandum of Februery Srd lest indicated that 


this matter was receiving the attention of the Indien 
Affairs Brench. 
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Under date of the 12th ultimo, we received 
a letter from Mr. Hoover advising that samples of the 
water in the well et the Blue mills School had been 
enelyzed and while the results of such anelysis had 
been found to be reasonebly satisfectory, Mr. Hoover 
was having a second gample tested. Copies of the 
anelysis as well as the report of the Director of In- 
dustrial Laboratories et Edmonton covering the first 
test made are attached. 


ARCHIV 


We are now in receipt of & further letter 
from Mr. Hoover in which he advises that the second 
analysis indicated no iron present, and that the semple 
when tested with a quantity of Zeolite gave results in- 
dicating that the zeolite had removed about 70% of the 
salts present. The analyst who made the test states 
thet this would cause the ter to be quite sufficiently 
soft for all purposes for which it is intended to be used. 


Under the circumstances, it is now recommended 
that the Duro Water Softener which is now et Blue wills 
Indien Residential School be removed to Ste Peul's Indien 
School, Cardston. 


Mr. Hoover advises that if this softener is 
moved, & representative of his office should be present 
at Blue Quills School during removal.

Several spote were pointed out to me and it 
was noticed that there were three patches of plaster in 
the chapel ceiling that appeared to be loose. Small spots 
are noticeable in both dormitories and there are leakag 
around several of the pipes. There is aleo considerable 
leakage through the ceiling of the kitchen. The plaster 
in one oorner of the laundry ie becoming loose and the 
ceiling is rather badly cracked.

It is a hara 
matter to locate the exact source of the leakages and no 
doubt there are minute cracks in the roofing composition 
at various points over the entire roof.

soft-water cistern overflow: 


The soft-water cistern is made of concrete, and is 
under the laundry floor in the basement. We have 
had a fairly wet summer; if the wet seasons (summer 
rains) continue, the water level in the low spot 
(slough) where the overflow from the concrete soft- 
water cistern discharges may rise considerably, and 
there is danger of the water ebbing back into the 
building, and submerging the boiler room and well 
pump room. These two floors are on the same level. 
I understand this happened once before, & few years 
ago, and made a mess of the place. 


Sewerage: 

{The odour from the septic tank, which is a few feet 
only from the South-west corner of the main building, 
was again very bad this summer; so much so, that 
windows on that side of the building could not be 
left open.

"The school septic tenk was completely full of 
sludge et the time of my visit and it is very evident thet 
mich of the troublesome odour is due to lack of clesning. 
The tank wes built in 1950 and was completely cleaned in 
1935 and partially cleaned in 1958. Apperently the object~ 
ionsble odour wes not noticed until a year efter each 
cleaning. Father La Tour, the principal, will heve the 
tenk cleaned et the end of this month when the children are 
away.

"I am forwarding under separate cover tracing of 
sketeh plan showing septic tank details as obteined from 
plans of the oricinal instelletion supplemented by infor- 
mation supplied by the school engineer.

Thie will advise that I have made a recent 
check on the Blue Quills Indian Residential School, and 
certain repairs that are required, You may recall on your 
last visit to Saddle Lake Agency, that we paid the School 
a visit, and one point brought up by the Rev. Father 
Rollande concerned the roof. 


There are about four places on the roof that 
will require repairing. I have made various enquiries in 
and around St. Paul in an endeavour to obtain prices from 
various contractors for the repairing of the roof, ani I 
find that the majority of them have a full season lined up, 
I have one letter here from Mr. B, 8. HOLLENGER of the Mid- 
West Insulation Service, (copy of which is attached) and I 
would like to know if it would be in order to have him 
come out as soon as possible, and get his prices not only 
on repairing the roof, but there are approximately 145 
windows that should be caulked, I noticed during the cold 
part of the winter, that the rooms were very drafty and herd 
to keep warm, There is no doubt in my mind that the windows 
was the cause for same, and would be of great help to the 
fuel account should it be possible to have them caulked, 

All the houses here at the Agency were caulked by the Wid- 
West Insulation Service, ani I feel they were vastly improved 
for winter conditions. 


I would like to see this wor completed betwe 
the first part of July, and the first of September, ani in 
the meantime would greatly appreciate any advice in this 


regards.

I do not know whether your 
engineer has had the time to visit the 
school and check into the costs, but 1 am 
enclosing a tender from the St. Paul 
Foundry Limited, and am very pleased to 
note that the total cost is only $11,650.00, 
which is considerably less than my estimate.

I have given this matter coneiderable study, and 
would recommend that the unfinished building be completed for 
the following reasons: 

(1) There are approximately 150 children of the 2.C. 
faith not in attendance at School, and two or three Day 
Schools will have little or no effect on this matter of 
keeping the Blue Suilis School filled, 

(2) There is no building available at this School for 
Manual Training, and the School 1s filled to capacity. 

(3) Should more Indian Pupils be desirous of a higher 
Education, despite the fact we have Day Schools on the “eserves, 
I feel this Building would be of great value. 

(4) At a recent Band Meeting at the Cold Lake Indian 
Reserve, I learned that this Band are against a Day School, 
and would recommefd that they attend the Blue Quills School 
until such time as other arrangements could be mafie. 
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Further to the above this will advise that I 

have gone over the building with our Local Hayward Lumber Co, 
Agent, his Superintendent, and a Mr, Wilson contractor from 
Lloydminster, Sask.

a Brick building, but under the existing circumstances, I 

do not feel that this would be satisfactory, as the quality 

of brick today is very poor, and prices extremely high. The 
quotations given me were for insulation and insul-brick on the 
outside, The dimensions of this building are; 4O feet wide, 
80 feet long, two stories with 12 foot ceilings. 


I have auoted the facts above, that you may 
determine a little of the situation as it stands today. I 
would be able to obtain a more defenite estimate on the com- 
pletion of the building, but the estimate would not be far 
either way on $30,000.00, Mr, Wilson (contractor) informed 
me that he would rather give an estimate on day labour, than 
on a contract basis, His reasons were that a certain amount 
of the structure would have to be taken down, and rebuilt, as 
they are by no means suitable for a building of this size, and 
the parts to be taken down would take more time in ofder to 
salvage any of the material, than would the time and cost of 
straight forward building. On the east end of the building 
the foundation is cracked in two places, but would easliy be 
repaired. The Cement fkoor ie in a very good condition, The 
walls were partly insulated with shavings, but this would have to 
be removed, and re-insulated as part of the shavings have been 
ruined from weather conditions and exposure. 
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I will endeavour to obtain any further information 
required, should it be felt that the building will be completed.

Memorandum 


Re: Blue Quills Indian Residential School, 
St Paul-de-Metis, Alberta. 

In accordance with the request made by Major MacKay, 
our Mr. Hargreaves visited the above on his recent inspection 
trip to-Alberta and British Columbia. The following report is 
submitted for your information and nsmission to the Indian 
Affairs Branch. 


The above institution is located about two miles west 
of the Town of St Paul-de-Metis, and it can be stated that it 
is one of the best kept buildings of all those visited by our 
officer to date. 


The difficulties experienced in heating the building 
under severe weather conditions can be laid in part to a rather 
poor quality of coal which is hand fired, and in a large measure 
to the choice of the original piping design. As in many other 
cases in schools of similar layout, the piping distribution 
system was based on a vapour system designed to operate on 
several ounces of pressure. The ends of the mains are bled in- 
to a system of wet returns which means that no traps are used. 
This results in short circuiting when the pressure is raised in 
an attempt to obtain distribution of steam to the farthest points 
of the system. It will not be difficult or expensive to correct 
this phase of the design. The installation of float and thermo- 
static traps at the ends of the mains and branch mains will per- 
mit normal operating pressures of one to two lbs. per square 
inch to be used and will prevent short circuiting. 


The heating system is served by two fire box type 
steel low pressure steam heating boilers. These boilers have 
been in service since the school was built and while they are 
not in the best condition, it is felt that they can provide 
several years of additional service. 


The domestic hot water requirements can not be served 
by the existing equipment. It is evident that insufficient con- 
sideration was given to the normal demands, in addition to which 
no distribution piping layout was made. The domestic hot water 
storage tank and the jacket heater ere of capacities sufficient 
only to meet the light summer load. 


One of the principal reasons for visiting this school 
was to investigate the possibility of converting from coal fir- 
ing to natural gas firing. On February 24th a memorandum was 
received from Major MacKey together with an attached copy of a 
proposal to change to gas firing, prepared by the St. Paul 
Foundry Limited. We were requested to comment on this proposal 
at that time, but it was felt that our comment should be deferred 
until our heating engineer was able to carry out an inspection 
of the building. 


R.A. Gibson, Esq., 
Director, 
Lands and Development Services Branch, 
Department of Mines and Resources, 
ottawa, Ontario. 
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The St. Paul Foundry Limited proposition dated Janu- 
ary 11th outlined the work involved in connection with convert- 
ing the boilers to gas firing and piping gas from the nearest 
source. The St. Paul Utilities Company have requested permis- 
sion to drill a well on the school property, their intention 
being to connect this well to an existing gas well which serves 
the entire town. 


The St. Paul Foundry Limited estimated on piping the 
gas from the nearest source,(presumably the proposed new well, 
to the school; the erection and equipping of a Regulating Sta- 
tion to include regulators, orifices, flanges, heaters, drips, 
pump, odorizer, motoring equipment, etcetera, plus converting 
the combustion chambers of the school boilers, installing bur- 
ners, controls, etcetera. Their price was $11,650.00. It is 
felt that if this work ‘s approved and tendered a lower price 
will be submitted by one or more competitive firms in the area. 


In summary it can be stated that substantial savings 
in fuel costs will be realized if natural gas is provided. It 
would appear to be an extravagance to equip this building with 
stokers in lieu of gas burners, but some means of automatic 
firing is much to be preferred over hand firing in an institu- 
tion of this size. After full consideration having been given, 
4t is recommended that the following operations be carried out 
in order to bring this school up to a normal point of efficiency. 


(a) Install float and thermostatic traps at ends of all 
steam mains end branch mains. 


(b) Provide new 900 gallon domestic hot water storage 
tank. 


(c) Provide new indirect steam fed heater with self 
contained regulating valve; unit to have a capa~ 
city to heat 600 gallons of water per hour through 
100 degree raise. 


Provide new condensation pump and receiver to re- 
place ineffective boiler return trap and air eli- 
minator assembly. 


It is considered advisable to take advantage of the 
natural gas supply and to convert from coal fir- 
ing to gas firing. 


Several minor operations will be necessary in con- 
junction with the above work which will be covered 
in the plans and specifications which will be pre- 
pared when spproval is given. 


Until plans and specifications have been outlined, it 
will be difficult to estimate within close limits the cost of 
these revisions. It is felt however that the sum of $15,000.00 
will cover all the work outlined above. 


Should these operations be carried out, this school 
would become one of the best equipped and most efficiently run 
institutions of its kind. It should be borne in mind that the 
boilers will likely have to be replaced within five or ten 


years time.

In further reference to your letter of 
May 23rd regarding the establishment of an Indien 
residential school on section 11, township 56, range 10, 
west of the 4th meridian, I enclose herewith copy of 4 
report received from the Commissioner of Irrigation at 
Calgary on the proposed site. You will note thet he 
recommends that a thorough search be first meade for 
a suitable water supply before a final decision is 
reached in regard to the locetion of the school. 
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The question of the supply of power 
from St, Paul de Metis hes been discussed with the 
Calgary Power Company and you will note thet they will 
have power available at prices which compare with those 
being charged to the town. A total of 15 horse-power 
could be made available and nc doubt this would be 
sufficient for the requirements of the school. In 
addition to the power charge mentioned in the report 
there will be a further cost of $750.00 for substation 
and switch equipment.

Sir, 


The test well on the site of the proposed 
Indian School neer St. Paul, Alberts, which was being drilled 
for the Department of Indian affairs, has been carried down to 
461 feet. This was as deep 46 it was possible to go and dril- 
ling has been stopped. 


The well was started with 5 5/8 casing end 
this was carried to 500 feet. at the 300-foot depth a string 
of 5-inch casing was used to 400 feet and from there 4¢-inch 
casing was run. Water was first encountered at 100 feet. 

This water was very hard and unsuitable for the purpose for 
which it was required. Another vein of very hard water was 
reached at about 200 feet, but this was still of a very herd 
quality. Between the 300 and 400-foot level « very fine queal- 
ity of soft water, suitable for drinking, laundry, and boiler 
purposes was reached. The difficulty with this supply is that 
it comes through sand which runs into the casing and pump. On 
this account it has not been possible to make @ test of the 
quantity but the water is under considerable pressure and stands 
375 feet in the casing.

It is proposed to experiment with 4 sand point 
and a casing screen in an endeavour to keep the sand from the 
casing and the suction pipe of the pump. It has also been 
suggested thet if a pump could be operated on the well for some 
hours a cevity might be made in the sand formation which would 
form @ settling basin for the sand and keep it clear of the 
casing. 


CANADA 
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The driller, Mr. Douglas, claims that when he 
contracted for the drilling of the well it was not considered 
that he would have to go more than 300 feet and thet this should 
be considered a reasonable depth in the terms of his tender. 
The drilling below 250 feet, it is understood from out engineer's 
reports and from Mr. Douglas, has been very difficult and extreme- 
ly expensive. Herewith is enclosed a schedule of rates which will 
satisfy Mr. Douglas and which appear to be reasonable. Certain 
cable for the deeper drilling was purchased for Mr. Douglas. This 
is being retained for the Department. It will be possible that 
this may be sold to Mr. Dougles on & reduction in cost, as he 
has taken contracts to drill other wells in the district. 


ARCHIVES PUBL 
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Mr. Douglas is claiming thet he should be paid 
at the rate of $10.00 per day for thirteen deys. This was time 
lost when he had to cease operations waiting for instructions re 
purchese of 5<inch casing and later of 4-inch casing and the 
shipping of this casing to the drilling site. T his would appear 
to be a just charge and it is recommended that it be allowed. 


Enclosed herewith is a blue print of the log 
of the well.

"With further reference to the proposed 
water supply and sewerage disposal works for the Blue 
Quill Indien Residential school near St. Paul, Alberta. 
In giving the question of fire protection further 
consideration, particulerly in view of the fact thet 
the water supply must come from wells drilled in the 
vicinity of the school and also, because the source 
of power has to be brought by transmission line 
from St. paul, it is thought that if arrangements 
could be made with the architects to provide space 
for two 10,000 gallon tanks, to be in the roof of 
the building, it would add considerably to the 
safety of the structure. These tanks should be so 
placed as to have each serve approximately one half 
of the building. By having this reserve of water 
immediately available, it is felt that incipient 
fire could be effectively dealt with. It is elso 
felt that should enything happen to the power 
line whereby the source of energy for the pumps 
was cut off, it would be impossible to fight fire 
with the pumping equipment which would be availeble. 


Would you therefore please take this 
matter up with the architects of the Department of 
Indian affairs and ascertain whether provision could 
be made at this time for this change in the plens of 
the building."

this time of the year would be inadvisable, in fact it 
would be useless. Land should not be broken later than 
the end of July, so that this work can be done next spring 
pe Department so desires. I should say that it would 
take from $8.00 to $10.00 an acre for the breaking of 
sixty or seventy acres. 


The fencing can be done 
spring. It would take about 1280 posts, 5000 pounds of 
wire, 200 pounds of staples, and the cost of labour would 
be about »25.00 a mile, for four miles of fencing, making 
a total cost of about $700.00. If the money is available 


now this work might be proceeded with, otherwise it can 
be left until next spring.

I went over the ground very carefully and although there 
is some heavy willow brush near the West end of the plot, 
there are very few large trees, moet of the poplars being 
under six inches at the stump. As about 35 acres of this 
land is open, I am of the opinion that $800.00 for the 
complete job would be high. A good portion of the 25 acres 
mentioned as having light scattered willow brush can be 
cleared with brush hooke as with the exception of an odd 
small clump of heavier prueh, most of it is of light growth.

matter of completion of the contract with Mr. Faucher, he 
informed me that the discing could not be done satisfactorily 
over the roote and stones, On the 5th inetant, I again 
interwiewed Mr. Faucher regarding his contract. The Reverend 
Principal had apparently made the suggestion that Mr.Faucher

Sam Bull stated that she not 
done so and denied positively the statement that hie 
daughter's dying wieh/was that the children were to be 
brought up ina Cathelic school.

Referring to your letter No.118-1-10 of the 22nd 
ultimo in regard to the subject dealt with in your letters 
of the 27th October and December 15th last, I beg to submit 
the following. 

In regard to the inform ation received by the 
Department that a request had been made for the admission 
of Thomas Houle'é children into the Flue Quill's Indian 
Residential school, I might say that in order to avoid any 
possible trouble, this q' ection hae becn dealt witn very 
varetully from the beginnings I have interviewed these 
people personally and recently when I had occasion to send 
Farming Inetructor Mr. Boorse to Whitefish Lake reserve, I 
requested him to call and see them in order to ascertain 
whether or not they had changed their attitude toward the 
school. They discussed the question with him very much 
the same lines as on previous cecasions th 
4t with me. I might mention however that wh 
Houle had taken very little part in the early disc 
regarding their children, she had lately apparently iz 
that she would have preferred in the Blue Quill's 
school as they would then be nearer the other hand 
Thomas Houle still maintaine that they should go to the 
Fdmonton Indian Residential school.

In reply, I might say that 
I interviewed Thomas Houle after treaty payments in 
July and on the 7th Auguet regarding his children and 
I ain saw him on the 3rd instant. He makes no definite 
statement in the matter of his religion, apparently giving 
the matter very little, if any, serious condideration. 
He however etated on the last two occasions when the 
question was discussed, that he would like to place the 
two boye now at homg, Robert - age 13 years and Alex. 
Houle - see 10 years, in the Blue Quill'e Residential 
school, the reason given when disoussing the subject 
being, that the ohildren would be nearer home and that 
he coulda see them conveniently should they become sick 
at any time. 

In regard to religion professed by Thomas Houle, 
I beg to refer to my letter of the 16th March 1931. There 
is no apparent change in his attitude as reported at that 
time, Mre, Thomas Houle is a Roman Catholic. As you are 
aware, there are two children from this family in the 
Edmonton Residential school. Houle states that he does not 
wish to disturb these but he would now like to place the 
two boye above mentioned in the Blue Quill's Residential 
school. If the Department approv Houle will be advised 


that these two boys should be placed in the Blue Quill's 
school.

No application for retaining this boy in 
your school appears to have been received and in 
this connection I wish to direct your attention to 
circular letter of July 21, 1939, a copy of which 
ia enclosed. 


As pointed out in the circular letter the 
Department realizes that frequently there are reasons 
for keeping certain children after they reach the age 
of 16 but at the same time the consent of the Superin- 
tendent General (Minister) must be obteined. 


I may add that in the past the Department has 
been favourably disposed to allowing certain pupils, 
especially girls, to remain in residential schools 
after they reach the age of 16 if good reasons for 
such action are given by the Principal and approved 
by the Indian Agent. However, in view of the fact 
that the number of children of school age is apparently 
increasing and the further consideration that due to 
the conditions now confronting us there is no immediate 
prospect of our securing funds to provide increased 
pupllage at Indian residential schools, it is considered 
that in future it will be necessary to adhere more 
strictly to the provision of the Indian act requiring 
discharge of pupils at 16 years of age.

In order to carry out the intention of 
the Indian act the Department has generally considered 
that a Catholic child is one whose parents are recognized 
as Catholics, and that a Protestant child is one whose 


parents are recognized as Protestants. 


It is evident from the contents of 
Father Balter's letter that he wishes to plece a different 
interpretation on the matter of eligibility for admission 
to a residential school. In other words, he desires that 
parents, either Catholic or Protestant e permitted to 
designate the religion in which they wish their children 
educated. ‘The Department has very carefully considered 
this suggestion of the Principal and as yet is not ine 
position to make a final decision. Our experience shows, 
however, that the recognition of the principle suggested 
by Father Balter would, in all probability, lead to a 
great deal of embarrassment to both Principals of resi- 
dential schools and all others interested in education. 
If we admit the principle advocated by Father Baltex in 
one case there is no reason why it should not be admitted 
in others. Besides, if a parent decides to have his child 
placed in a residential school on the first of September 
and then changes his mind on the first of December there

would be no reason why we should not accept his wishes 
and, in that event, you can easily see that there isa 
great probability that parents would shift their children 
from schools of one religious denomination to another 
unless they obtei 11 the privileges to which they 
might consider themselves entitled. 


Our information indicates that the Hunter 
family has always been recognized es Protestant and as 
you are aware the older children of this family were 
placed, at one time, at the request of the parents, in 
the Edmonton Residential School. 


CANADA 
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Before making a decision on Father Balter's 
request I should appreciate it if you would again commu- 
nicate with him or, better still, if you expeot to be in 
the vicinity of the Blue Quills Sohool in the near future 
it would be preferable if you would personally interview 
him and discuss the whole situation with him. 
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There is another matter which should be 
brought to the Principal's attention; namely, that

instructions have been repeatedly issued to Principals 
of all residential schools to the effect that pupils 
whose religious eligibility is not certain must not be 
admitted to a residential school until the Department's 
decision has been given. In the present instance Father 
Balter has totally disregarded the instructions. 
Besides, information received by the Department indicates 
thet there is no scarcity of recruits in any part of the 
Dominion for residential schools. Consequently, it is 
difficult to see why any Principal should not confine 
his efforts to those eligible for admission. As you are 
aware, in too many cases Indians develop grievances 
against a Principal of a residential school and as @ 
consequence they think they can punish that Principal by 
requesting the admission of their children to a school 
conducted under different religious auspices from those 
which they themselves practice.

pills Schoo! at St.Paul,Alta.,th e oase is brought to me of young Allen Hunter 
om the Indian Department has requested be sent back to his father. This decision 

of the Department is,in my opinion,in direct vidletion of the Indian Act that 
specifies that Catholic children shall be sent to Catholic schools,and undoubted- 
ly this dbxld has been baptized a Catholic. Moreover,it is the inherent right of 
parents to send their children to the school of their chéidga right thet is not 
suffifoiently safeguarded by the Indian Act,and in this the Indian Act,in my 
opinion should be amended. To deny this to Indians savours too much of unjust 
oppression such as we are presently combatting in Buropes it is in direct viole- 
tion of that religious liberty for whioh Mr Roosevelt stands in his recent speech. 
Moreover the cases of Indian children,who had been baptized Catholics but put in 
Photesteants schools,have been brought to me in at least four cases. In these cases 
the parents wanted them brought up in the Protestant schools end I could oppose 
no just objection because I have always thought it the natural right of parents 
to Shoose their school. I beliéve that in the case of Allen Hunter,the seme right 
of parents should prevail,

This interpretation appears to have been satisfactory to 
the Church authorities until now. If, however, the new 
interpretation suggested by the Principal of the Blue 
Quills School were acceptable to all the Churches I feel 
confident the Government would be glad to review the 
whole matter. My personal opinion is that this new 
interpretation would create aifficulties for the Principels 
of our residential schools that would prove almost 
insurmountable. In other words, the Indian parent dis- 
satisfied with the treatment of his children ate 
particular sehool, or cherishing real or imaginary 
grievances, would immediately ask for the transfer of 
his children to the nearest residential school operated 
under the auspices of another Church.

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This whole matter is still under review 
and it is my intention to discuss the matter with Rev. 
Father Plourde during one of his periodical visits to 
Ottawa.

There are few nationale 
anywhere in the world that enjoy greater freedom with 
respect to the uoation of their children than the 
citizens of Canada. We must be careful to bear in 
mind, however, that Indians are not citizens in the 
sense that we usually speak of citizens. 
wards of the Government and in a legal sens 
It oan readily be seen, therefore, that the 
government are subject to all the limitations that 
wardship implies. I emphasize this because I note that 
the Principal of the Blue Quills Residential Scehool, in 
his letter to Inspector Schmidt, discusses the rights

adventages and privileges of full democratic citizenship. 
Indians can enjoy these rights, of course, by enfran- 
chisement for which provision is made in the Indian Act.
